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Awarded Against the 
Car Company. 


Case Will Be Carried to 
Supreme Court. 


Both Sides Are Pleased 
With Result. 


The jury in the case of Enos Coffin 
vp the St. Joseph and Benton Harbor 
street railway company rendered a ver 
diet of 9500 against the car company 
after being out for an hour and a half 
this morning. 


T he verdict has caused rejoicing on 
tlje part of Mr. Coffin and his attor 
neys, Gore & Harvey, and Col. Bean 
and his attorney, Marshall Howell, also 
smile as they speak about it. 


In the first place the damages were 
placed at 120,000. Attorney Howel 
contended th at the damages could not 
exceed the amount the young man 
could have earned from the time he 
was killed until he was 21 years of age 
had the accident not befallen him. On 
this point the judge ruled with the 
street car attorney, and when Attorney 
Gore made his closing address to the 
jury, under the ruling of the court, he 
asked merely for what the boy would 
have earned until he became of age 
which was two years. 
Mr. Gore askec 
for a verdict of $500 or $600 and he got 
what he asked for. 


The ruliner of the court saved the car 
company. Said one of the jurors to the 
N e w s : 
“ We were agreed that the 
plaintiff was entitled to $5,000, and but 
for the instructions of the court we 
would have rendered a verdict for that 
amount ” 


Attorney Howell claims that it would 
have been impossible for the boy to 
have earned more than 1300 until he 
was 21, and a verdict of 9500 will give 
him a good point before the supreme 
court. 
While the jury was out Mr. 
Howell said: 
^ 


“I hope the jury will give a yerdict 
of $500 or $600 if it finds for the plain­ 
tiff at all.” 


Enos Coffin, the father of the boy 
who was killed by the street car, left 
for his home in Indiana this afternoon. 
Asked how he was satisfied with the re- 
suit he said: 


“The verdict is as large as possible 
under the circumstances but it don’t 
bring back my boy.” 


Col. Bean said: “If the verdict had 
been for only $10 the case would have 
been appealed as the victim of the ac- 
cldent was guilty of contributary negli­ 
gence.” 


T'iis is the first case tried in a long 
time where all parties were happy 
over the result.

He was taken before a justice and was 
compelled to pay a fine of $5 and costs. 


This was the first conviction under 
the law an as a result of the case two 
Benton Harbor barbers were arrested 
today charged with a violation of the 
barber law. They are William Coon 
and B. W. Roberts. Coon runs a shop 
on Territorial street and a few weeks 
ago invited the barber’s commission to 
to arrest him and they have accepted 
the invitation. 


Mr. Coon says he may be defeated 
but that he has gone too far to back 
out and he will fight the case to a finish.

WERE THERE 


Witnesses Against Sutton Handled 
Roughly. 


Lansing, May 19.—The directors of 
the Henderson-Ames company 
and 
their employes occupied the attention 
of the court in the Sutton case yester­ 
day, and the manner in which they 
were handled by 'Mr. Stevenson on 
cross-examination 
made several of 
them wish they were somewhere else. 


Directors Woodworth and Kauffer 
were the first called upon and their 
testimony given at the trial of Gen. 
Marsh was attacked, and in instances 
badly shattered. They admitted that 
their story told before the grand jury 
was concocted for the purpose of sav­ 
ing W hite. Kauffer also said he testi­ 
fied falsely regarding the division of 
the profits of the deal. 
He produced a 
certificate for $27,000, which he said 
was issued so they might go before the 
jury and swear that the money had not 
been divided. 


“I lied to the grand jury,” he said. 
“I suppose it might as well be called 
by that name.” 


The examination of J. W . Wood- 
worth, secretary and treasurer of the 
Henderson-Ames Co., developed the 
statement that Sutton called on him at 
his room in a hotel at Lansing and af­ 
ter some preliminary talk saia that the 
money paid by Bickerstaif would be re ­ 
turned and that they (meaning W hite, 
Marsh and Sutton) would give any de­ 
sired guarantee for its return. He said 
Sutton told him that about $18,000 of 
the amount had already been got to­ 
gether. 


In his cross-examination of the wit­ 
ness, Mr. Stevenson went over his 
career In connection with the Ames 
Sword Co. and later with the Hender­ 
son* Ames Co., with which firms the 
attorney intimated that the witness 
had had trouble. Stevenson then at­ 
tempted to show that witness had tried 
to defraud an insurance company, but 
Judge Cahill objected and the court 
sustained him. 


Coming back to the military deal, 
witness was made to say that, although 
he jcnew that $30,000 of profits on it 
had been paid to W hite, he regarded 
the deal as a straight business transac­ 
tion. 
He also said that the story told 
before the grand jury was concocted at 
a meeting of the directors held on Sun* 
day. 


On re-direct examination Woodworth 
related the circumstances of his w rit­ 
ing the anonymous letter which drew 
Col. Sutton to Toledo to meet Bicker* 
staff. He said it was simply an un 
signed 
request 
that 
Sutton 
meet 
Bickerstaff.

Presented with Addreai of the Mn> 
nlcipal AMBembly—The JSnvoya 
T alk of Their Mlanlon to 
America. 


New York, May 18.—The principal 
event in connection with the visit to 
this city of the Boer delegates, Messrs. 
Wessels, Wolmarans and Fischer, oc­ 
curred Thursday, when they were re­ 
ceived at the city hall by Mayor Van 
Wyck, and in accordance with the reso­ 
lution passed by the municipal assem­ 
bly oñiciallj' welcomed to the city. 


Mayor Van Wyck was at his desk 
when the delegation entered his office. 
Kiliaen Van Rensselaer, chairman of 
the reception committee, introduced 
each of the delegjates in turn to the 
mayor, who said: 


“I am delighted to welcome you to the 
city of New York, and to assure you 
that in America you will receive a cor­ 
dial welcome from 
the 
liberty-loving 
people of this country. 
I desire to in­ 
form you that the representatives of the 
city of New, York have asked me to ex­ 
tend you a welcome, and I welcome you 
on behalf of the people of the city. Never 
since I have been in the mayor’s office 
has a more pleasant duty been 
dis­ 
charged by me than this one to welcome 
you on behalf of a free people. 
I want 
to assure you that wherever you go you 
will find a welcome from the people, and 
w^e hope that when your mission is ended, 
and you are returning to your own coun­ 
try you will again call on us so that 
we may have the pleasure of giving you 
another welcome.”

piy. 


Alderman Kennedy then read an ad­ 
dress prejiared on Ijehalf of the mu­ 
nicipal assembly, welcoming the dele­ 
gates.

Then Mr. Van Rensselaer introduced 
Delegate Wessels, who said.* 


“We have come to tell the free people 
of America that we mean to win, and 
to retain our freedom; if not to-day, to­ 
morrow; if not to-morrow, we will keep 
on fighting for it for the next 100 years. 
We have had to fight for our liberty. 
We did not want to light, but we had to. 
We ought to be worth some considera­ 
tion to the United States, because we 
are one free people appealing to an­ 
other. 
We do not ask you to fight for 
us, but we ask you to say to England, 
Stop!’ 
and we think that if America 
said the word, the war would be stopped. 
We are doing our own fighting, but you 
can hardly call it a war. It is like a lit­ 
tle boy trying to defend himself when 
attacked. If we are beaten America will 
probably be ashamed in future years if 
the question should be asked: 
‘W hat 
has happened to your little sister?’ ” 
D elegate W olm arans, who spoke in 
D utch, gave a history of the T ransvaal 
trouble from the beginning-. 


Cheered by the Crowds. 


The m em bers of the municipal as­ 
sembly who were present were each in 
turn introduced to the delegates. Then 
a group of women were introduced and 
Mr. Fischer said he relied on the wom­ 
en of America to help along that sj’m- 
pathy for the struggling Boers which 
was now so sorely needed. As the en­ 
voys left the city hall they were shaken 
by the hands by persons on all sides. 
On making their reappearance 
the 
crowd set up a cheer, and >fr. Fischer, 
standing on tlie stejis of the city hall, 
delivered a brief address, in which he 
said the people of the Transvaal and 
the Orange Free State were struggling 
for their libertj' and wanted the sym­ 
pathy of the people of America. Then 
they were escorted to their carria^fes. 
It took several minutes to extricate the 
carriap-es 
from 
the 
crowd 
which 
pressed around and shook hands with 
the delegates.

at the conference Thursday afternoon 
between the Transit company, the 
strikers and the committee of buslnesl&’ 
men.

Birthday Surprise on A. J. Kidd 
last Evening. 


Large Number of the Early Settlers 
Gatheisto Honor Him. 


Nearly sixby>f the buslnesa men of ^ 
the city, a majority of them being the 
early settlers of the place, ^fathered at 
the beautiful home of Andrew J . Kidd 
last evening to celebrate his 58th 
birthday. Only a few of the ijuestB 
were under 40 years of age and a ma­ 
jority were between 60 and 60. 


It was a real surprise. At noon Mrs. 
Kidd Informed her husband that the 
ladies’ sewing society was to meet 
there in the afternoon and advised him 
not to come home early. It was nearly 
6 o’clock when Mr. Kidd came home 
and he was surprised to find bis home 
in possession of his friends. An excel­ 
lent supper was served by Mrs. Kidd, 
assisted by her daughter, Mrs. Chao- 
ma»i, Miss Grace Gates, Miss Dusen- 
bury, Miss Bennett and Miss Anna 
Watson. 


As soon as justice had been done to 
the last course, J. O. Bowe callcd the 
attention of the guests and made the 
best speech of his life. He recalled the 
days of 30 and 40 years ago when the 
canal had just been dug and Mr. Kidd 
was working in a dry goods store. For 
several years he tried to changc his 
name but without success and then he 
asked “Susie” (now Mrs. Kidd) If she 
would not consent to let him change 
her name. From that day Mr. Kidd 
bad prospered in all things and much 
of the credit was given “Susie.” Turn­ 
ing to Mr. Kidd the speaker said: 


“Andrew, today It rained and today 
there was sunshine. This has been the 
way with you. You have seen rainy 
days and you have seen sunny ones. 
The rain has dpne you good and sq has 
the sunshine. I have known you for 
34 years and am proud of it, and w^etiFS 
all proud to know you. You know how 
to help those in trouble and are always 
ready to do it. I do not believe that 
you have an enemy, but if you have 
one I icnow that if he was In trouble 
you i^ould be one of the tirst to help 
him.” 


On behalf of the company he pre­ 
sented Mr. Kidd with a writing desk 
and the 58 red roses that decorated the 
tables. 


Mr. Kidd responded. 
He wished 
that he were a poet or an orator. He 
spoke with much feeling lof the missing 
ones who started life with him in this 
city when it was a village. He said 
that he was glad for the opportunity to 
tell his friends that he hoped to meet 
them in the hereafter to which all 
must soon go aad said that he was try­ 
ing to live In such « way that his 
example might be safely 
followed. 
There were tears in many eyes when 
Mr. Kidd had tinished. 


An hour or two was spent by the 
•older guests in talking over old times. 
In the company there were two besides 
Mr. Kidd who were 
68—Ex-Mayor 
Rowe and H. D. Pool. 


Mr. Kidd has been identified with so 
many business laterests and has so 
grown up v^lth the city that there were 
many interesting stories told. 
Dr. 
Bastar related this experience; 


“I came to Benton Harbor in 1884 
when I left school. The first man I saw 
was Mr. Kidd, who was then running a 


ug store. 1 asked him about the 
lances for a new doctor in Benton 
arbor and he was so cordial and so 
nd that I never looked anywhere 
se. The location of a physician has 
much to do with his success and some­ 
how I have always looked upon Mr. 
Kidd as one of the men who did me the 
greatest service.” 


Mr. Kidd is at the head of the whole­ 
sale house of Kidd, Dater, Price & Co., 
and he is self-made. After the war he 
ut the $5,000 he had saved, all he had, 
nto a stock of goods. Before thd stock 
was sold the prices bad fallen 100 per 
jcent and more, and Mr. Kidd lost 
everything he had and several thous­ 
and dollars besides. He started life 
over again without a cent, paid his 
creditors 100 cents on the dollar, and 
Is now one of the financially substan­ 
tial citizens of Benton Harbor.

Fays a Tribute to the Late Capt 
Stine of the W recked Chl- 
cora, 


The Kalamazoo News Gazette, which 
Is furnishing some Interesting recol­ 
lections of early days, prints the fol­ 
lowing Interview: 


Capt. David Cochrane, who for 46 
years has followed the sea and was 
manager of the World’s fair steam­ 
boats, was In Kalamazoo a few days 
ago and had many Interesting things 
to relate of life on the lakes. 


Capt. Cochrane was one of the last 
men to believe that the steamship Chl- 
cora, whose terrible fate Is still fresh 
In the minds of every reader, was lost. 
In speaking of the alTalr, Capt. Coch­ 
rane said: “I could not believe the 
Chioora was lost. In the first place,” 
he said, ’‘she was commanded by as 
good a man as ever stepped a deck, 
Capt. Edward Stine, and then as she 
was not gone on the beach anywhere, 
the presumption was that she was out 
on 
the 
lake somewhere, 
drifting 
around. And if she had provisions 
enough I did not think there was any 
reason why any anxiety should be felt. 


‘•The City of 
Ludington 
drifted 
around for 21 days, but one vessel was 
out for 57 days in the ice and got out of 
it all right—that, too, in the severest 
winter that was ever 
experienced. 
That steamer was the Messenger and I

than five miles from shore and some­ 
times more than 14 miles away. 


“ When open water was at last 
reached we had left only three and a 
half barrels of coal and a scant cord 
of slabs. One time I walked ashore 14 
miles with the mercury 10 degrees be­ 
low 2ero and landed at Whitens harbor. 
There I heard that the steamer Manis­ 
tee was also stuck In the Ice. She had 
been there 10 days. Then I went up 
to Milwaukee and told Mr. Enpleman 
that It was Imposalble for any of the 
steamboats which were being 
in 
readiness to get either the Messenger 
Oi* Manistee. There was not the slight­ 
est difficulty lo rejoining my boat. The 
Messenger was at times within eight 
miles of the Manistee, which was com­ 
manded by Capt. ‘Shanty’ Magan. The 
crews interchanged visits and once we 
supplied the 
Manistee 
with 
tlour. 
Some of the ice was level for miles and 
some was piled up In every kind of 
shape. A peculiar thing I remember 
In this connection was the number of 
ducks which could be seen under the 
smooth Ice, which had apparently run 
over them after they had starved to 
death. We drilled a hole In the Ice 
and got fresh water that way. We got 
out of the Ice March 6 and made Stony 
creek, where we took on 15 cords of 
wood. We reached Manistee April 7. 


“This was an awful winter,’’ con­ 
cluded Capt. 
Cochrane. “For two 
solid months they could see nothing 
but solid ice from the lake front. No 
boat crossed the lake during the time 
we were In the Ice. The City of Fre­ 
mont made an attempt, but exhausted 
her fuel supply and had to burn the 
bacon which formed part of her cargo 
for fuel. That year the breweries got 
their ice from the lake. The Mes­ 
senger was sighted every few days 
from the land and the papers were full 
of speculations.” 


Capt. Cochrane has a photograph of 
the Messenger as she lay imbedded in 
the ice. It was taken by an enter­ 
prising photographer 
who tramped 
eight miles across the ice to take the 
vessel’s picture. He did a land ottice 
business for a long time after. The 
Messenger’s stay in the ice is the long­ 
est ever recorded on the lakes. 


Described ‘‘As good a man who ever 
stepped on deck.” 


commanded her at the time. 
Yes, sir, 
we were out on the way from Grand 
Haven to Milwaukee for no less Dhan 
57 days. The winter the Chlcora went 
down wasn’t a circumstance. 


“The story of the Messenger? Why, 
certainly I will tell you about It,” and 
Captain Cochrane lit a fresh cigar and 
dug up the cold and distant past with 
considerable enthusiasm. When it is 
stated that his startling experience oc­ 
curred lo 1873 It will be easily under­ 
stood how no one else has remembered 
It. 


“I commanded the propeller, Mes­ 
senger,” went on Capt. Cochrane, “In 
the winter of 1872-73. While enroute 
from Grand Haven to Milwaukee Janu­ 
ary 26, we were caught in the ice and 
remained there no less than 57 long 
days. We had a small jag of freight at 
the time, Including a tierce of rice and 
10 barrels of tlour, consigned to Charles 
F. Freeman at Milwaukee. After being 
caught we remained there 10 days, and 
then broke out and worked to within 
five miles of Muskegon. Here the Ice 
nipped us so bad that it stove a hole in 
the starboard bow, breaking 
three 
frames. I got some canvass over the 
hole, jammed some bedding into it, and 
then transferred several hundred bar­ 
rels of plaster over the port side, This 
had the effect of giving the vessel such 
a list to port that the bold oa the star­ 
board bar was lifted clean out of the 
water. Then the ice forming under 
the high side forced the vessel still 
further over until we could plank the 
bole up without any ditliculty. From 
that time on to the 24th of March we 
stayed in the ice field, making the 
period of imprisonment 57 days. Dur­ 
ing 35 days of this period I blew off the 
boiler, as the fuel was running out. 


“The only heating apparatus at this 
time consisted of a little coal stove In 
the gallery, which was three times a 
day for meals. What had we to eat? 
Well, we were out of meat 14 days be­ 
fore the men got ashore and secured 
some. This was at Black lake, wiiere 
a farmer by the name of Clarkson 
killed an ox for usand the boys brought 
it over the Ice in pillow slips. Off 
W hitehall 1 cent half the crew ashore, 
leaving about 15 of us on board. We 
had then been imprisoned about a 
month »nd provlsioas were runolng 
mif hty abort, I can tell you. In ftet, 
we fioAlly ran so short of grub that for 
U d»fa we liYed on nokblnir but riee 
bpUed Md Mnoftkes made of flour »nd 
rlM. At Ibii time we were 4rlltiQf to

(Sent by Field Marshal Roberts to the Re­ 
lief of Wepener.)

Transvaal campaigns in the South Af­ 
rican war of 1879-81, tlie Egyptian ex­ 
pedition of 1882, the Nile expedition of 
1884-85, the operations of the frontier 
field force in the Soudan in 1885-86-87- 
89-91, the Bongola expedition of 1896, 
the Nile expedition of 1897 and the ad­ 
vance on Khai’toum in 1898. Gen. Run- 
dle was employed w ith the Egyptian 
army from 1884 until last year, when 
he was given the command 
of 
the 
southeastern district, which 
he has 
since left to act temporarily as deputy 
adjutant general to the forcea. Dur 
ing this period of em ploym ent w ith the 
Egyptian arm y he acted repeatedly a.s 
Lord Kitchentir’s chief of stafli—it was 
in this capacity that he was present at 
the battle of Omdurman—and he was 
successively governor of the Ked seai 
littoral, of the frontier and of the Don 
gola province. 
It is interesting to re 
call the fact that in the last Transvaal 
campaign Gen., then Lieut., Ilundle 
was wounded In the defense of Potsch 
efstroom .
